The Republican Convention convening in

Preference will be giv- 
en t6 eligible families being dis- 
placed in the Southeastern Soil 
Erosion project at Zanesville and 
the Muakingum conservation dis- 
trict. 
"Applications forfarma will be 


opened by formal announcement 
from the project manager," Beck 
•aid. 


While purchase plans have not 


been definitely outlined, resettled 
farmers will be given low Interest 
rates and plenty of time to liqui- 
date mortgages under normal con- 
ditions. 
Construction plans now are be- 


ing rushed in the architectural 
section of the Champaign, HI., of- 
ftee."The farm population shift la 
Ineritable," Beck said.

_assen Peak Spouts Steam 


and Earth Tremors are 


Noted 


WASHINGTON—(UP) — Las- 


sen Peak in California is being 
watched by the national park ser- 
vice because of the possibility it 
may complete the natural attrac- 
tions in the "see America First" 
list by becoming an active vol- 
cano. 


They have little hope that the 


peak, an upstart in geologic his- 
tory as far as volcanoes go, ever 
will achieve the magnificence of 
Popocateptl in Mexico. But they 
see a chance that it may put 
on a sufficiently interesting show 
to draw additional visitors to Las- 
sen National Park in the Cascade 
Mountains. « 


The last record of activity by 


the towering peak was in 1915 
when it broke out with a series of 
spurts which attracted general at- 
tention. Unlike some major vol- 
canoes, Lassen is removed enough 
from 
any great population to 


eliminate any actual danger to 
human life. 


Traces of Two Eruptions 


Aside from the 1915 disturbance 


Lassen is believed to have had two 
moderate eruptions in the past 500 
years. Judging from the state of 
logs caught in the "mud" lava 
flow, it is estimated that there 
were one or more disturbances in 
that period. 


The 1915 eruption was not close- 


ly watched at the time and for 
this reason the peak will be kept 
under more careful observation at 
this time. 


First signs of the 1915 eruption 


came in 1914. A short and mild 
disturbance, throwing- forth a jet 
of steam created by melting snow 
flowing into the crater, presaged 
the main event By March, 1915, 
more than 150 mild explosions had 
occurred. Coarse 
material was 


thrown into the air and fell nearby 
but dust fell as far as 15 miles 
southward. 


Exceptionally heavy snow dur- 


ing the winter was attributed as 
the cause of a violent eruption in 
early May, 1915. Later in the 
month the glow of lava at. the 
peak could be seen. It 
spilled a 


1,000 foot long tongue of lava 
down the western slope. 


Blast Felled Trees 


Three days after this display a 


hot blast charged with dust and 
rock fragments was thrown down 
the northwest slope. Trees on 
Raker Peak, three 
miles away, 


were felled by the blast. Immedi- 
ately a five mile high column of 
smoke and ash rose upward from 
the peak.
